*ort Smith, Ark., Aug. 19.—Posses 


are organizing to capture a party of 
eight negroes in hiding on Brace's 
island. The colored men are charged 
with the kidnaping of a white girl and 
the killing of a member of the posse 
which sought to rescue the girl. 


It It feared the negroes' capture 


will lead to a bloody encounter. The 
negroes are said to be well armed. A 
few days ago two farmers living near 
Wilson's Rock landed on Bruce's isl- 
and in search of plums, and acciden- 
tally ran into a camp In which there 
were two negro men and a white girl 
about 12 years old. They made some 
Inquiries about the girl and the ne- 
groes said she was the daughter of a 
white man who was traveling with 
them and who had gone to Fort Smith 
for provisions. The negroes would not 
let the girl take part in the conversa- 
tion, and this aroused suspicion. A 
watch was kept on the negroes for 
two days, but no white man appeared. 
*' Finally a party of farmers decided 
to investigate the case* and .as they 
neared the island were fired on by the 
negroes and one of the party, Roland 
hy name, was killed. A sharp fight 
was kept up for some time, during 
which the girl escaped from the ne- 
groes and ran to the white men. She 
was so excited that she could not 
give any Intelligent account of herself. 
She said, however, that her father 
was not traveling with the negroes, 
hut that she had been stolen from her 
home near Fort Gibson, I. T. She haa 
been taken to Muldrew. 


Roland, the dead man, was a com- 


parative stranger at Wilson's Rock. 
Bruce's island is in the center of the 
Arkansas 
river, contains 
about 25, 


acres, and is densely covered with 
timber and thick underbrush. 


Posses of citizens left for the scene 


of the trouble from Fort Smith, Spiro, 
Muldrew and Fort Gibson. There is 
much excitement around the island. 
One or two of the negroes are known 
to be desperate characters.

Boston, Aug. 19.—Hundreds of girls, 


frightened by an explosion and the 
call of fire, poured from the upper 
stories of a six-story block occupied 
by several manufacturing concerns in 
South Boston and made a wild rush 
for the exits. 


With no regard for anything but 


their own safety they plunged wildly 
down the stairways, some flghtiug 
their way through the human mass 
and trampling on those who had 
fallen. 
Several scores received * in- 


juries, but no fatalities have resulted. 


Immediately following the shock of 


explosion a dense volume of smoke 
enveloped the building, and 250 girls 
employed by William Byers, manufac- 
turer of lace curtains, on the sixth 
floor, stampeded for th.e stairways, the 
only exits, and, screaming and fight- 
ing, made their way to the ground. 
In the struggle many fell and were 
trampled upon. It was at first be- 
lieved that loss of life had resulted, 
but a search of the ruins has not re- 
sulted in any evidence of fatalities. 


The monetary loss is $150,000, and 


it is thought'the insurance will equal 
this amount.

Fears are 
expressed here regarding the safety of 
the railroad between Adrianople and 
Constantinople. 


Bulgaria Mobilizes Army. 


Rome, Aug. 19.—Private advices 


from the Balkan peninsula received 
here state that Bulgaria has practi- 
cally mobilized an army, as the troops 
under arms in the principality now 
amount to more than 70,000, which is 
double what is considered as the 
peace effective.

LAWYER THOUfDIKE AND FARMER PERKINS

ARMER PERKINS—I would like 


to have some Instructions as to 
making out my tax return. I 


t 
have tea horses. How sm I to 


value them? 


Lawyer Thorndike—The Isw re- 


quires yon to value them at the usual 
selling price, but in reality you can 
put any price you please. If your 
horse is worth |80 you can safely put 
him at $40. A horse worth $750 could 
safely be put at $75—«attte, mule's, 
•heep and hogs may be valued in the 
same manner. 
Pleasure carriages 


costing $200 to $400 can be safely val- 
ued at $40 to $80 and will not be in- 
quired after. You cannot expect a bi- 
cycle on the tax list at over $10, nc 
matter what the machine cost. House- 
hold goods are valued according to 
the conscience of the tax lister. Goods 
costing $1,500 in cash can be safely 
returned at $300. This item 7 on the 
tax list is always given in the aggre- 
gate by the lister, and in practice his 
valuation is never inquired into. As 
to jewelry, that is scarcely ever re- 
turned as a separate item. Farmers' 
utensils are only returned at a nomi- 
nal price, 10 to 25 per cent of cost. 
As to watches, anywhere from $10 to 
$40 will go. Pianos costing as much 
as $300 are usually returned at $40 to 
$50. ltem-10, average value of mer- 
chandise, is returned at whatever the 
lister wishes to put down, and this 
usually ends it. 


Farmer 
Perkins—Do I understand 


that each merchant 
actually values 


his own goods, and that is the end 
of it? 


Lawyer Thorndike—That Is 
the 


case. No man can be compelled to 
give evidence against himself. 
The 


tax return is made upon oath, and the 
violation of that oath is said to be per- 
jury. No lister who has made a list 
and sworn to it can be compelled to 
show its falsity. 


Farmer Perkins—Suppose my neigh- 


bor Abel Jones 
was conducting a 


clothing store, 
selling ready-made 


clothing, and had 
$12,000 average 


stock on hand the year preceding on 
the day of the tax levy, but only re- 
turned it at $4,000. How can the tax 
authority get at the $12,000 valuation? 


JLawyer Thorndike—The tax board 


must be able to prove by legal evi- 
dence that Abel Jones had a $12,000 
average stock on the year preceding 
his return. The Board of Equaliza- 
tion cannot compel Abel Jones to give 
evidence to prove the'afeYage value 
was $12,000, and unless some of his 
clerks or his hook-keeper inform the 
tax authorities that Abel Jones had 
$12,000 average stock it will never be 
known. A clerk who would give such 
information would lose his place, and 
no other house, knowing his conduct, 
would employ him. 
Hence the side 


avenues of information as to 
the 


real value of Abel Jones' stock are not 
open to the tax boards. 
Self-interest 


of the parties having the knowledge 
prevents them from 
disclosing any- 


thing to tax boards. 


Farmer Perkins—If Abel Jones had 


•$12,000 average stock of goods and 
returns but $4,OuO, is there no way he 
can be compelled to return the $12,- 
000? 


Lawyer Thorndike—No one but Abel 


Jones, his clerks and 
book-keeper, 


knows that his stock 
which he re- 


turned at $4,000 should have been re- 
turned at 
$12,000. Members of tax 


boards are never given any informa- 
tion of this kind 
To do so is consid- 


ered dishonorable. 
No competitor 


would 
inform for fear of being in- 


"formed on. No clerk of Abel Jones 
would infor mon him. Hence the tax 
board can never know that Abel Jones' 
stock of goods returned 
at 
$4,000 


should have been returned at $12,000. 


Farmer Perkins—But would not Abel 


Jones in such case be guilty of per- 
jury? 


Lawyer Thorndike—A case of per- 


jury couldn't be made out against him. 


Farmer Perkins—Why not? 
Lawyer Thorndike—To amount to 


perjury, it would/ have to be shown 
that he knew the average stock was 
$12,000. Valje Is scarcely ever a mat- 
ter of fact, but a matter _pf opinion. 
Abel Jones could say that in his opin- 
ion the goods were worth but $4,000. 
-He could furnish a dozen or more 
plausible reasons for such opinion, 
and as our Independence Day orators 
have taught us that each free-born 
American citizen Is entitled to his 
own opinion, and that ft 4s a sacred 
right to have It, no matter how un- 
reasonable or absurd, Abel Jones could 
Insist that he had a right to believe 
his $12,000 stock 
was only worth 


$4,000, and no one could gainsay him. 
He could undoubtedly give many well- 
grounded reasons for his opinion, sad 
ss a result he could not be convicted 
of perjury In swearing that the aver- 
age value of s stock of goods invoiced 
st $12,000 was only worth $4,000 for 
taxation. 


Fanner Perkins—Do I understand 


then that each merchant osa practic- 
ally sad Is elect •• the valves of his 
••re foods for taxation? 


Lawyer Tboradlke—That to the ease 


a*d tae state soss aot aad 


ft. Tae losal assessor hi 


the real assessor in each one is ins 
person, who makes the tax returns. 
He values his personal property as 
tow as hit conscience will permit, and 
there Is practically no way in which to 
review his action. If he has sufficient 
nerve- and a lawyer who understands 
the law on the subject, no Board of 
Equalisation can, in nine case* out of 
ten, ascertain the real value of his 
stock. 
And "real value" has great 


fluctuations and Is a matter of opinion. 
The Board of Equalization can act 
only In a few cases, and the tax bearer 
has twenty chances that bis tax list 
will not be inquired into to one that 
it will. 


Farmer Perkins—Practically, then, 


Abel,Jones, with a stock of 112,000 
in clothing, can fix his own assess- 
ment? 


Lawyer Thorndike—Yes, that is the 


case. In 1846 a madness seized the 
legislature to tax everything ad va- 
lorem, according to its true value in 
money. It was then the legislature of 
Ohio began the task of Sisyphus, in 
the taxation of personal 
property, 


moneys and credits. The same wild, 
unreasonable sentiment prevailed in 
the constitutional convention of 1851, 
and appears in our present constitu- 
tion. 


Alfred Kelley, in the Senate in 1845 


and 1846, was the great apostle of the 
taxation of all classes of personal 
property. He imagined he could work 
out his theory, and to begin with he 
made every man his own assessor. 
This produced inequality where he ex- 
pected equality. 


The best men in the community took 


advantage of the situation, and gave 
notes to their sons and'daughters in 
large amounts enough to cover their 
credits. All sorts of devices to prevent 
the return of credits were resorted to, 
and Mr. Kelley's theory was defeated 
at the outset. And yet had Mr. Kel- 
ley studied the subject, he would have 
found that his theory had been at- 
tempted to be carried into practice 400 
years before his time and had signally 
failed. To illustrate, I know a certain 
town where there are ten merchants in 
the same line of business. Nine of 
them understood the way to work the 
tax laws, and returned their stocks at 
about one-tenth of their value. 
The 


tenth merchant believed the tax laws 
as they read, and each year, for ten 
years,**returned his stock of goods at 
full value. The state made no com 
plaint against the nine, and in the tenth 
year, the tenth merchant discovered 
that he had been returning his stock 
at full value, while his nine competi- 
tors had returned theirs away below. 
He consulted a lawyer about it. and 
was advised to return his goods there- 
after on his competitors' plan, which 
he did, and there was no complaint 
against him, as there had been none 
against competitors tor the previous 
ten yetrs. Of course the honest mer- 
chant saw that be had robbed himself 
and that the state had taken 
his 


money and not sought to compel his 
competitors to live up to the law1 as 
he had done. When the state encour- 
ages Its citizens to follow a certain 
course, it ought to compel the ojthers 
who will not to do the same, but it 
does not, and in fact it is powerless to 
do so. 


For fifty-eight years the state has 


maintained schools for" moral perjury- 
It has sought and is now seeking to 
destroy all respect for oaths and for 
the sanctions of religion. It annually 
gives lessons in the disregard of both 
divine and human law. 


It pretends it will make all Its citi- 


zens return all their property, money, 
credits, etc, at full value, but never 
has done so, never can do so, and nev- 
er will do so. 
Its laws are only a 


burden on the conscience of those who 
possess conscience, and it obtains full 
returns only from 
that class, from 


those who have nothing to conceal, 
from 
widows, orphans and trustees. 


Laws which thus operate are a dis- 
grace to the state, and tend to demor- 
ali/e its citizens. It is time the citi- 
zens of Ohio should cease to be hypo- 
crites, should look each other in the 
face and tell the truth.
